Cincinnati, O., July 3.—There was a 


slight break in the awful torridity 
Tuesday, but today promises to equal, 
it not exceed the terrific heat of Mon- 
day. The mercury at sis o'clock Wed- 
nesday morning registered 84, and at 
9 o'clock it had reached 89. The local 
weather forecaster says there is no 
sign of cooler weather. There were 
two deaths and 23 prostrations Tues- 
day. To add to the other ills of the 
varm weather, a milk famine is 
threatened. 


New York, July 3.—The torrid wave 


is still here and acceding to weather 
sharps will stay for three days more 
before relief comes.

Today 
as yesterday, outdoor business is prac- 
tically suspended and the doors of fac- 
tories, shops and mills have been clos- 
ei until the heat scourge abates.

Repoits received at the weather bu- 


reau ircm throughout the entire e.rta 
affected by the intense heat show a 
continuation cf very high tempsra- 
tuies save in a few favored localities, 
where more modeiate weather result- 
ed in consequence of thunder storms 
or other locai atmospheric disturb- 
ances. No immediate relief of a sub- 
stantial character is in sight. 


Rainfall reports show that there has 


been precipitation throughout the af- 
fected aica, varying from less than a 
hundredth of an inch in many places 
to almost an inch. Generally speak- 
ing, 
the thunder storms which have 


come have been what is known as 
dry ctorms/' so that t3ry little rain 
has accompanied them. 


Indications for a large portion of 


the heated area point to cloudy weath- 
er with showers, which, because of 
their local character, will bring only 
partial relief from the heat. The pre- 
diction of officials here is that the 
temperatures for the next 24 hours 
will show a fall of probably four or 
five degrees, but still above the 90 de- 
srco mark in most places. The Atlan- 
tic coast will get some relief from a 
West Indian disturbance which is 
moving northward. 


The eastward movement of another 


low pressure area in the extreme west 
renders it improbable that there will 
be any long-continued relief from the 
high temperatures over districts now 
affected. It is not probable tho/ will 
reach the previous extreme in the At- 
lantic states on account of the influ- 
ence of the West Indian disturbance 
which appears to be moving north- 
westward over the lesser Antilles. 


As yet this warm wave has not 


equalled in duration those of 1SS1 and 
1000, 
except in Xew York city, wherat 


during the present hot wave the masi- 
EIUEI temperatures have ranged from 
90 to 98. during the past seven days, 
exceeding the greatest previous rec- 
ord by two days. 
Neither have the 


extreme temperatures of the present 
wave yet exceeded the previous high- 
est record, although very 
nearly 


equalled them. 


Thunderstorms at New York. 
• i 


New York, July 3.—The heat, which 


has worked such havoc 'in this city 
since Sunday, was somewhat mitigat- 
ed Tuesday by a succession of thunder 
storms, which cleared the atmosphere 
and sent the mercury tumbling down 
10 degrees. Never did a downpour of 
rain receive such an enthusiastic re- 
ception. The thunder and lightning 
were heavy and many houses were, 
struck, causing fires, but so far as 
known no person was killed or in- 
jured. During the last downpour hail 
fell in quantities. 
It was the hot- 


test July 2 in the history of the 
local weather bureau. While the of- 
ficial temperature in the tower of the 
weather bureau remained at 98, the 
thermometers 
on the street level 


ranged all the way from 100 to lOfi. 
Out of 328 cases of prostration up to 
midnight, 143 resulted fatally. 


Missouri Drouth Broken.

relief from the heat. After the rain 
the mercury dropped from 97 to SO 
degrees.

EPIDEMIC. 


Expect Non-Union Mills of Sheet and 


Hoop Combine to be Unionized. 


Machinists' Victory. 


Pittsburg, July 3.—There is little 


change in the strike situation. The 
officials of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion continue to express themselves 
as confident of a successful outcora* 
of the strike and that the nonunion 
mills of both the sheet steel and steel 
hoop combine will become unionized 
during the summer. The basis for this 
belief is said to be that the men in 
the nonunion mills, while working tin- 
der individual contracts, will disre- 
gard them and strike as soon as they 
find that there is a reasonable chance 
to win. The union men claim they 
have secret promises from the men 
in the nonunion mills to walk out as, 
soon as it becomes necessary. 
Thus 


far, however, none have gone out and 
only union men have quit work. 


President Shaffer of the Amalgam- 


ated Association 
declares that not 


only will the sheet and hoop combines 
have to come to time but the plants 
of the American Steel and Wire com- 
pany T/ill be forced into the union, 
though at present those mills are out- 
side of the union. 
It is understood 


that earnest efforts are being made by 
prominent men on both sides to re- 
open the negotiations. 


Attempts to Compromise Failed. 
Cincinnati, July 3.—All negotiations 


between the manufacturers and the 
striking machinists have been called 
off. 
Representatives of both sides 


have held several conferences during 
the past two days, but were unable to 
reach a satisfactory agreement. It 
was announced that the manufactur- 
ers would apply for an injunction in 
the United States court to enjoin the 
strikers from picketing factories or 
interfering with the nonunion men in 
the streets.

TWO BOYS KILLED 
AND 
EIGHT 


OVERCOME BY FUMES. 


Shocking 
Disaster in a 
Coal 
Mine. 


Train Stalled and Boys Groped 


Way in Darkness. 


Pittsburg, July 3.—Ten boys wcr« 


caught in a tunnel fading to the 
Kealing mine, owned by the Pittsburg 
Coal company. Two boys were killed 
and eight were overcome by the foul 
fumes of the place. Anthony Miller, 
15, was instantly killed, and Patrick 
Gallagher, 14, died at the hospital an 
hour later. The boys who were ove> 
come by fumes ranged in age between 
11 and 18. and they will all recover. 


The boys had been helping the men 


load a train and all boarded the train 
to go to the tipple. While in the tun- 
nel the train stalled. 
The boys be- 


came frightened,jumped to the ground 
and tried to grope their way to the 
outside. The fumes of the tunnel, 
combined with the smoke of the en- 
gine, prostrated them, and the two 
who were killed fell across the tracks. 
When the train finally started these 
two boys were literally ground to 
pieces, and the others, who had fallen 
to one side, were taken out later by a 
rescue party, all in an unconscious 
state, but revived shortly afterward.

Citizens of Cahokia a little later found 
three of the party dead and had much 
difficulty in resuscitating the others. 


Lightning From Cloudless Sky. 


Louisville, July 3.—A bolt of light- 


ning from a clear sky tnat struck 
among SO inmates of the Central Ken- 
tucky asylum for the insane at Lake- 
land, 11 miles from Louisville, killed 
James Howard, 34, of Stevensport, 
Ky., and knocked unconscious Nat 
Mercer, an attendant, and three other 
patients. Great excitement followed 
among the insane persons, who had 
been taken into the yard for air, but 
rain came and drove them back to 
their quarters.
